For nevor in th« hiHtory of the world 
liiiH any individnnl so baudioappcd 
as MiHH K(dl<M has been has "■■•■■•"l 
an academic dotfreo. 

It waH Willi araazoment; junmun- 
inn almost, to iiKiiednlity that (he 
newsiJapcr-icadinK public firHt 
Ixarned, Home Hix yearn aK'>, of 
Helen Keller's determination to 
(^ntor college. She had long been, 
ofcourne, the ino(*t wondorfnl jjirl 
in Amoiica, not to Hay the world, 
niind and deaf and dumb from in- 
fancy (and hence with only the 
seUHOH of smell, taHte and touch to 
help her to knowledge ) She had 
been up to theugeof Mcvon absolute 
ly without means of coinniuni'-ation 
with her fellows. Then, however, 
a course of private instruction was 
b(^>juii, and this continued until 
1897, at which time she announced 
that it was her greatest ambition 
ami hei firm intention to go to 
college. She was then but ten 
years old intellectually. Yet she 
succeeded in preparing herself for 
the very difficult Harvard entrance 
examinati<nis, and in June, 18!)9, 
went through the preiiminaricH with 
entire Huccess, ai<led only by Arthur 
(tilman, who read the papers fo her 
in the sign manual. 

Naturally, there were great difli- 
culties to be compassed in these en- 
trance exaininatiouR, difficulties 
more sfupondouH- — n«»leii IColltr's 
handicaps bcirtg just \\n Hi«y are— 
than have been ein 
in work for the tn 
Long after Mr. (iiiman had l)een 
able lo see his way to supplying 
most of the necessary instruction, 
he could not hit upon a plan for 
t(^aching Miss Kellei experimsntal 
physics, and this is one of the en- 
trance re<iuirements at Raddiflfe 
Then it suddenly occurod to him 
that by substilutiiig for this sub- 
ject itB alternative, textbook physics 
and astronomy, the necessary pre- 
paration might, after all, be accom- 
plished. 

That his pupil could be taught 
the priiKiiples of physics with any 
great <lifficuUy, the following liMlc 
incidents had inadecloar to him : In 
• reading she ran a«'ross a references lo 
meicury. Of course, she did not 
understand the allusion, and so was 
taken to the laboratory to " have a 
look" a( mercury for the first time. 
Hhe took souio in her liand and soon 
comprehended that the shiflf had 
been well named qiricksilver. When 
some was spilled on the floor and 
«he tried to pick it up, sh« fountl 
that it was extremely elusive, ''i'hen 
she weighed a bottle full, with 
almost absolutely accurate results. 
As for astronomy, when i)rovided 
with a planetarium upon which she 
could feel the position of the 
heavenly bodies, all went well 
enough. 

With mathematicH, to be sure — 
fifeonietry and algebra are both re- 
quired entrance subjects at Ilad- 
cllflte — she had great difficulties, be- 
cause she is by no means clever in 
those branches. Mut history, F]ng- 
lish, Latin, French, (ireek, were all 
mastered by dint of hard work, so 
that what had seemed absolutely im 
possible really prove<l not. to be. 
Her translations havfl always been 
done into beautiful Knglish; giving 
a (dear and accurate picture of any 
stMMiM di'S<M'ibed. In ancient history 
she (!()uld easily write books full and 
she had lo be stop{)ed in h(>r dis- 
sertation n()on I'ericles or Oicero. 
So, all in all, she was pretty well 
prepared for the prelimfnarios. Ths 
final •xy.minations, taken in .liine, 
1900, would hare been her Water- 
loo, haii such a thing been forcctr- 
daine<l as part of her expeiience. 
Vet through these, too, she came 
with flying col»)rs. 

ThA natural msthod communicat- 
ing tlie ((ueslions to her on this sec- 
ond examination occasion would 
have been to make use of the lin- 
gers of lier (dd-time teacher and in- 
terpreter. Miss Sullivan. And in- 
asmuch as Miss Hullivan di<l not 
know (3r«ek or Latin, or the higlier 
mathematics, in which Helen was 
now to be (examined, she could not 
eyeii had she been so disposed, have 



given her charge the slightest as- 
sislanco in answering the questions. 
I5ut it was (l('om(>d l)esl by all con- 
(fcrned to avoid even the remotest 
suggestion or possibility of assistance 
on tliis occasion. For these tests, 
as for those which must come when 
she should he in college, it was <h'- 
cided to have Helen work entirely 
by herself. 

Accordingly a gentleman was 
found — Mr. Vining of the Perkins 
Institution — who had never met 
Helen Keller, and who was quite 
unknown to lici and unable to 
speak to her, and it was arranged 
that l)«i should take the examination 
papers as fast as they were present- 
ed and write them out for her use 
in HrailU characters, the system of 
punctured points now much used 
by the blind. The questions thus 
transcribed by him were put into 
Helen's hands in Ihe examination 
room, in the preseiure of a proctor 
wlio oouhl not communicate with 
her, and she wrote out her answers 
on the typewriter. 

Just here, however, came in one 
of the additional points of this 
brave nii'l't^ handicai). There are 
two systems of Braille writing, Ihe 
Knglish an<l th(* American. And 
between these two there are just 
such marked dilTerences as there 
are between the two principal sys- 
tems of shorthand wriling. Helen 
Kellar had been accustomed lo the 
Enulish system, in which nearly 
all (he books which have been i)Ul 
into nraille are printed, and Mr. 
Vining wrote her pajHirs in Ameri- 
can l?raille! Thus the anxious girl 
had not only to answer the ques- 
tions in the time allowed, but she 
had as well to puzzle them out in 
an unfamiliar method of writing, 
niiuih as a wriier of the I'ilnian 
•ateiHi'^raphy mi^ht by uniny his 
r logic and geneial intelli- 
, rend the slioit hand. 

To add to the difllcuUies at this 
last entrance examination Helen's 
Swiss watch, made for the blind, 
had been forgotten at home. So on 
neither of those two days of hei 
" duals" was she able to tell how 
much time might be left to her be- 
fore the papers should be collected. 
Hut she passed the exaniinati(Uis 
triiimi)hantly in every study, in ad- 
vanced Latin "with credit" and in 
advanced Greek " with honor." 
More than that, she anticipated 
freshman Knglish. 

Now at liis( she was in college, 
living the life and doing the work 
to which she had so long been eag- 
erly looking forward. Just how it 
all struck her she has herself tohl 
us in one of her themes published 
in the RadclilTe Magazine, March 
1 1)0 1: 

" There are disadvantages, T find, 
in going to college. The one I feel 
most is the lack of time. I u,sed to 
have time to think, to reflect, my 
mind and 1, and we would sit to- 
gether of an evening and listen to 
the inner melodies of the spirit 
which one hears only in leisure mo- 
ments, when the words of som(> 
loved ptiot touch a deep, sweet 
chord in the soul that had been 
silent until then. Hut in college, 
there is no time lo commune with 
one's thoughts. One goes to col- 
lege to learn, not to think, it. iieems. 

" It is imposHil>le, I think, lo 
read four or Ave different books in 
different languages and treating of 
widely different subjects in one day 
ami not lose sight of Ihe v<My end 
for which one reads — mental stimu- 
lus and enrichment. When one 
reails hurriedly and promiscuously, 
one's, mind becomes eucumbereil 
with a lot of choice bric-a-brac for 
which there is very little use. .Inst 
now my mind is full of het4«rogene 
oils matter that I almost deH|)air of 
ev(ir being aide to pul it in order. 
Whenever 1 ent<>r the region tliiit 
was kingdom of my mind, I feel 
like the proverbial bull in the china 
closet. A thousand odds and ends 
of knowledge come crjishing about 
my hea<l lik(> hailstones; and when 
I try to escape them, th<>me-g(dilins 
and college-nixies of all sorts pur- 
sue me until I wisli — oh, may I be 
forgiven the wicked wish — that I 
might smash (h(> iihds I came to- 
worshi|)." 

That the " lheni(^-gollins" were 
not able really to terrify her, how- 
ever, may be seen by the fact that 
in Ihe middle of Ihelerm that fresh- 
man year at Railcliffe Miss Keller 
was protnoted from what is known 
as the Knglish 2'i class to the Kng- 
lish \'i> class. This pi-omotiou is 



never made save on the recommen- 
datipn of the man in charge of the 
course and on account of extraordi- 
nary progress. Above the 40 stn- 
dents who, with Miss Keller, were 
doing the daily theme work Kng- 
lish 22 calls for, her productions 
alone stood out so pre-eminent as 
to permit proceeding to the small 
and select course for girls who have 
shown decided ability in writing. 
A good deal of the work in Miiss' 
Keller'rf autobiography was accept- 
ed manuscript as counting toward 
(his higher composition course. 

To Helen Keller, as fo other col- 
lege girls, the companionships and 
the social intercourse of college life 
have meant much. Many charm- 
ing incidents have punctuated her 
undergraduate career. One of the 
prettiest of those was the way in 
which she acquired the dog Sir 
Thomas, whose custom it has been 
to escort his mistress to lectures and 
wait for her in the hall of Fnj' 
H0U.S0 until she should be resdy to 
go back home. Sir Thoma.s' was 
a case of love af first sight. About 
two years ago Helen, with Miss Sul- 
livan and a group of her Radcliffe 
friends, went to visit some kennels 
at Newton. There they were shown 
a niimlxM' of high-bred dogs, all of 
whom made friends easily with the 
callers. After a while, however, 
the owner of the kennels announced 
that he would no* let out a dog dif- 
ferent fioni all Ihe others. 

" Sir Thomas" he said, " is gentle 
an(f affoclionate in a way and per- 
fectly harmless, but he won't ap- 
proach yon as the otheis have done, 
lie never ' takes' to any one." 

Thereupon he opened the door 
and an extra large and very hand- 
some specimen of his kind came 
bounding out. For only a moment 
he hesitated ; then without furtlici 
delay he walked up to Miss Keller 
and laid liis h(>ail upon her knee. 
After he had stood motionless for 
some minutes, looking into her 
large 8ij;htless eyes as she stioked 
his head and talked to him, his mas- 
ter spoke. The dog, however, paid 
no attention. Repeatedly the man 
called him by name and invited 
him to come for a romp. But still 
the dog stood fondly by Helen Kel- 
ler. Even a piece of dog broad did 
not tempt him. His master was at 
last obliged to take him by the col- 
lar, put his arm about his neck and 
lead him away. 

The Radcliff<> girls, who hail .seen 
this, and had observed also the deep 
impression Sir Thomas made on 
Miss Keller — wh« is very fond of 
dogs and whose own Cocker span- 
iel, given her by Miss Sullivan, 
had just died — resolved to pur- 
chase tlit» animal if possible and 
present him lo their classmate. A 
circular letter was sent to all the 
girls of 1!>04, and a good sum, 
which was still, however, not quite 
1,'irge enough, secured. The dog 
was 2 years old, (Inely marked and 
bred, thoroughly registered and 
lunisebroken. His master had al- 
ready refu.sed %Vlb for him. But 
when the college girls stated their 
case he reduced his price t« ^100, 
and Sir Thomas was promptly pre- 
sented to Helen Keller with the 
warm love of her entire class. 

Immediately after (Mitering Rad- 
cliffe Helen was electe<l vice-presi- 
dent of her class, and in this, her 
senior year, the same honor was 
once more bestowed upon her. She 
has long been a graceful dancer, 
and no student has enjoyed more 
the many little informal dancing 
aff.'iirs at the c(illege. A number 
of her classinatrs soon learned to 
talk with her i i the manual lan- 
guage, and through their aid she 
was able to participate, (00, in the 
excitement and Ihe pleasures of 
intei'dass basketlmll contests. In 
the summer she has had her health- 
ful, happy life, with its walking, 
bicycle riding and rowing. 

Of the subjects offered by Rad- 
clitTe, some, of course, werealisolute- 
ly impossible for any blind person, 
iiiid slill ttlhers were shut out from 
011(1 both deaf and blind. Thus 
Miss Keller's work has included no 
fine arts, music, drawing, chemis- 
try, botany, zoology or experimental 
physics. It has included the full 
number of courses of lectures or re- 
citations a year necessary lo the de- 
gree of bachelor of arts. These 
courses have been distributed as 
follows: One in French, one in Oei- 
man, two in Knglish composition, a 
half course in Milton, three courses 
in Latin, one in government, one iu 



economics, one in the history of 
mediaeval F.nrope, two in Shakes- 
peare, one in Klizabethan literaluTe, 
one in the English Bible, one in 
English litiralnre of the 19th centu- 
ry and one in the history of philoso- 

In every college, of course, a 
large part of the work is done by 
means of attendance at lectures, 
where, as the the instructor talks, 
one takes down in one's notebook 
wisdom which one adds later 
to one's own mental fuiniture. 
Naturally, Miss Sullivan would be 
(he ears of Miss Keller at lectures. 
As fast as (he instructor talked her 
nimble fingers would spell into 
Helen's hand (he utterances from 
the platform. But there could be 
no taking of notes in class Only 
the memory was available for this 
student, unless, a.s sometimes hap 
pens, she borrowed, and lind Miss 
Sullivan spell out to her, the full 
notebook of .some other girl in the 
course. Then each day after lec- 
tures Miss Keller wrote out on her 
Braille machine all that she (^ould 
recollect of what had been said. 

In translation courses, or in such 
a ct)urse as that in Shakespeare, 
Miss Keller would follow wilh one 
hand (ho text on the big book in 
front of her, while with the other 
she would learn from Miss Sulli- 
van the in8truct«r'8 comments. 
One very great need was of books 
in the language of the blind. Many 
of these were made especially for 
her use, but by no means all the 
volumes on advanced Hul)jec(8 such 
as she has been studying in col- 
lege are available in iiraille. Bu( 
for the generosKy of William Wade 
who gives to the deaf-blind a large 
part of his (line and his fortune, 
ilelen would often have been sadly 
in need of Ihe buokiD her classmates 
had as a nuxtler of course. For one 
subject alone — English literature 
of (he 19th century — Mr. Wade pro- 
vided this past year books which 
fill a large case and which it (ook a 
number of people many mouths to 
tianscribe. 

Ill an admirable article just con- 
tributed (o the l'o»//i'.s Companion 
by John Albert Macy, Miss Keelei's 
intimate friend, and the editor of 
the supplement to her autobiogra- 
phy, one may learn, as has no- 
where el-se been told, the difficulties 
with which (his plucky girl has had 
to deal in (he mere matter of trans- 
lation. For instance, a person with 
sight, reading a French text, has at 
hand always a dictionary, a gram- 
mar, the text to be read, and usually 
notes to the text. Miss Keller 
nevei had a French or a German or 
a Greek lexicon in raised nrint, and 
often her texts were not accompa- 
nied by the notes. These Mis« Sul- 
livan had to read to her; she had 
also to look up in lexicons the 
words for which her pnpil called. 

"Imagine Miss Keller studying a 
lesson in Latin. 

For this language she has a 
dictionaiy, a grammar, the text 
required and some of the notes. 
Sitting with her big books about 
her she runs her fingers over a pas- 
sage of the text, translates and ex- 
amines it as well as she can. Then 
she hunts in a separate book for 
the editor's notes, if they are in 
Braille, or asks Miss Sullivan to 
look them np. Now her hands seek 
one of the three volumes of her 
Latin dictionaiy, which for all i(s 
bulk, is only an abridged vocabu- 
lary, and so back again to (he 
text." 

Surely to learn the Latin poets by 
such a process is in itself a labor 
comparable to thos^o of Hercules! 
Olher courses have had their own 
peculiar ditVicuMies The histrory 
course taken by Miss Keller re- 
<juirivs a rather foimidjible amount 
of collateral reading. And for this 
Miss Sullivan had either to cover 
an enormous amount of ground her- 
self and mjfke admirable extracts, 
or she must spell into Helen's hand 
typi<al and particularly important 
parts of the whole. For the econo- 
mies course, based on Mill's " Tiin- 
eiples," no books in Braille weie to 
bo had. Miss Sullivan was obliged, 
therefore, to road clapters in ad- 
vance, condense them and repeat 
them lo Jier pupil. Yet always by 
dint of hard, heroic work, the ne- 
e(>ssary l.iboi was always aocom- 
plished. 

With such appalling labors to 
perform it would not have been re- 
markable had Helen Keller utterly 
neglected outside interests. But 



this hjis never been done. When- 
ever the cause of the a<lult blind 
has been up for discussion she has 
gone to the Legislature to make a 
speech, and recently at a meeting of 
the association to promote agencies 
helpful to thisaffiicted class, .she de- 
livered a very remarkable address 
in Perkins Ilall, Boston. Part of 
this was spoken. 

Widi such a gracious pleader as 
(his at their service, it is small 
wonder that blind people the world 
over turn to Helen Keller for sym- 
padiy, encouragement and help. 
Her orrespondenoe is simply en- 
ormons. Mr. Macy informed Ihe 
present writer that of(eii he takes 
forty le((ers a <lay off her hands. It 
goes almost witheut .sa5-ing, all this 
being true, that Helen Keller has 
not been able during her course to 
receive representatives of (he press 
In spile of the columns (hat have 
been written of the fact that she 
has not in all her student life grant- 
«m1 more than half a dozen inter- 
views. I was so fortunate as (o 
have one of these. 

Very enthusiaslically. Miss Kel- 
ler talked to me about Radcliffe, 
about her joy in study, and about 
hopes of future usefulness. She 
speaks in a plea.sant, well modulat- 
ed voice, which after a few 
moments, one is jible quite easily 
to understand. She "hears" by 
placing her fingers.ou the lip.s, face 
and thioat of the person speaking 
to her, putting the forefinger on 
Ihe lips, the second finger on a 
little muscle adjacent to one of (he 
nostiils, the third on the hollow 
paitofthe cheek, and the thumb 
under the chin, close against the 
throat. She gets the labials through 
the forefinger, the na.sal tones 
through (he second finger, (he gut- 
turals (hrough the (humb, and (he 
elemen(s of a word through a com- 
bination of all (he fingei-s. When 
she listens, her hand seems to be 
carelessly spread out over the fjfe.e 
of (he peison who is talking (o her. 

The strain of the senior years at 
Radcliffe haw beten considerable, 
and, quietly as Miss Keller and 
Mi.ss Sullivan have l»een living in 
their pleasant flat at 73 Dana.str(»et, 
Cambridge, their life has been 
exhausting. Nor was it any small 
thing for this girl to have taken 
during the past forfnigli( the ex-im- 
ina(ions throuch which she has been 
bravely plodding all aUme in the 
Fay lIou.se parlor, aided onl^- by 
Miss Spooncr, who traiuscribed into 
Braille, as soon as the ex- 
amination sheets were pr(»sented, 
(he questions propounded by the 



abundant friendship, and a Httle 
wisdom; and I ask for no other 
bles.sedness." 

Miss Keller, having completed 
her examinations, is now almost 
enlirely thiough with her life at 
Cambrid{;e, and quite free to go to 
" Arden" (he pleasant home at 
WreiKham, where she and Miss 
Sullivan have passed away many 
summers, and where she will hence- 
forth live. The house is a larjje, 
roomy, old fashioned one, wilh 
btjiad lawns, a barn and an orchard. 
It has recently undergone extensive 
repairs in preparation for the com- 
ing of its new owner. 

While Miss Keller has not yet de- 
fiuKely setded what branch of work 
she will undertake, it is certain that 
she will never forget to interest her- 
self in the cause of the blind. She 
is very anxious that more books for 
the.se affliet(>d ones should l)e print- 
ed; and (hat a universal system of 
raised (ype should be adopt(>d. "I 
should like the blind of America to 
have a magazine of high quality and 
varied inten^st," she said, "like the 
bes( of the periodicals published for 
those who see." Probably Miss 
Keller wil^ write, too. Many editoi-s 
are anxious to .secure coutribulions 
from her, and now that the stressor 
college life is over she will 1).» ivhitl 
to meet their wishes. 

In the early fall,aii. . u^i .u.mUIis 
of rest at Wrenlham, Miss Keller 
will vi,si( (he St. Louis exposition, 
the managers of which have iiivi((Hl 
her, .Mi.ss Sullivan ami her modier. 
(o be (heir guests. One day of the 
week that she will l>e at (he fair 
hits been .set aside as Helen Keller 
day, and will be observed by an in- 
ternational congress of superinten- 
dents and principals of schools for 
blind. Mi.ss Keller will a<hlre88 the 
assembly. That ilay, like June 
27th, her 24(h birthday, and Toes 
daj', when she is m;i<le a bachelor 
of arts, will be a time to which this 
tfifted girl will all her life long no 
doubt look back with keenest inter- 
est.

Somelhing of tbo radiance of 
hope and (he joy in seivice with 
which this remarkable studeii( is 
looking forward to her life in the 
Urtvit ou(side world, can be sjleaned 
from these paragraphs of a 8pe«>ch 
recently made by her befoie the 
Radcliffe alunuue: 

."College has breathed new life 
into my mind and given me new 
views of things, a perception of 
new truths and new aspects of the 
old ones. I urow stronger in my 
conviction that there is nothing 
good or right which we cannot ac- 
compli.sli if we have the will to 
strive. The assured reality and 
nearness of the end of my school 
days fills me with bright anlicipa- 
(ions. The doors of the great world 
are flung open before mo, and « 
light shines u{>on me, the light 
kin<llod by the thought (hat there is 
something for me to do beyond the 
threshold. 

" And, indeed, for all earnest 
colleiie graduates then* is a great 
work in the world — work that can 
be done in sweet unaggressive ways 
There aie harsh cn.stoms to be 
made sweet with love, hearts in 
which a kind, tolerant, brotherly 
love iniisf be awakened; time-hal- 
low«>d jirejudices (hat must be over- 
llnown. One evil that must be 
checked is the ignorance of the 
learned, who have never learned 
(he simple, honest language of (he 
heart, which is (he mos( vital of 
all languages, and is more satisfy- 
ing than all (he (hvek and Latin 
ever written. 

" I have groped my way through 
collegt>, rt>aching out on the dark 
pathway for wisdom, friendship, 
and for work. I found much work, 



very soon. The painters have been 
at work on tlu> walls and ceilings, 
and in many places have patched 
up the cracked an<i broken 
plaster.

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When the Exposition authorities 
made known their intentions for 
the great Fair which is now in pro- 
gress they expressed it as their 
desire to show things in the making, 
not merely finished articles. 
Among these good intentions, and 
now an acconipHshed thing, is a 
living exhibit to demonstrate the 
method of educating defectives and 
other children, and to show Ihem at 
work in the manual training de- 
partments. That this exhibit in the 
Palace of Education and Social 
Economy is proving a great attrac- 
tion one would have no doubt upon 
seeing th« crowded aisles in front of 
the exhibition booths. And the 
manj' remarks made go to show how 
nninformed the general public is 
upon the education of its deaf and 
blind charges. But it mu.st be said 
that while many are convinced, yet 
few are so narrow minded as not t<^) 
see. For instance a young lady 
from Texas asked one of the pupils 
if she were not unhappy. A nega- 
tive answer was quickly yiven, but 
the questioner shook her head in 
doubt. This lady upon being asked 
if she had visited the School at 
Austin, replied that she had not 
and never would, for fear that she 
would see so many unhappy faces 
that the memory wpuld never leave 
her! Then she turned and walked 
away with a haughty mieu. A 
gentleman when he was not under- 
st<K)d the second time by one who 
was trying to read his lips, gave his 
back ftnd walked away with an in- 
jured look. Of courw*, these are 
only exceptional cases, and we can 
only hope that a day will dawn 
when tliev will wee thu error nf ilicir 
ways. 

This «J('p)irtiM<T,i SH iiimer the 
charge of Mr. A. K. I'ope, and at 
prcfent there are throe classes of 
the deaf, and several classes of the 
blind, giving daily exhibitions. 
Kansas sent twelve pupils, which 
make up as oral and a manual 
class, and Ohio has an oral class of 
four young girls. Most of the last 
named lost their hearing before 
they were two'yearH of age, and are 
good examples of what, the oral 
method has accomplished. In ad- 
dition to the above Supt. Gillett, of 
Illinois, has two boys with their 
foreman giving demonstrations in 
printing. Circulars containing 
general information and cuts of the 
School at .Jackson villi; constitute 
the work. In a week fir so demon- 
strations will be given by several 
deaf boys from St. Louis in woofi 
turning and with the band saw. 

All the schw;I room furnishings 
have been loaned by a company 
that makes such furniture and 
which constitutes their exhibit. 
The printing press, type and all 
other machinery and tools has been 
Ioane<I by the maniifjujturers. 
Classes from Misitouri and Nebraska 
were present during June, and 
durjng August the Colorado and 
Ufah Schools will have pupils here. 
The Expositifin company has 
kindly granted the pupils the use of 
Washington University dormitory 
which is within the grounds. There 
they have their meals, and are quite 
comfortably accommodated. Every 
now and then passes are ol)lained 
for them into the many concessions 
on thf Pike and elsewhere, and 
though the pupils gft tired and 
restless in school during this hot 
weather, they have plenty of re- 
creation an'! <■■■■■'- ,T, round of plea- 
sure. 

ExhibitioiiM un!i<iven from elev<'n 
to twelve, and from one forty-five 
to three, thus affording the children 
anil their twichers and attendants 
abundant opportunity to see the 
many other exhibits. At noon a 
cold lunch is brought down t.o them 
from the dormitory, thus saving 
them quit^j a long walk back and 
forth. Most of them have passf's 
intfj the grounds, and when they 
so desire they may go ontsid« to the 
city and return without paying 
admission. On Sunday afternoons 
at four o'clock R«v, Cloud holds a 
shoit service in the Hall of Coii- 
gress<!s; and most everyday there 
visiforM from the flifrcreni 



and other countries. In fact, we 
think that such an exhibit should 
b&the first thought of, as it is the 
very foundation of all advances in 
civilization. Future progress de- 
pends upon the proper ediicntioii of 
youths, and to show th(^ different 
methoils used in different localities 
caifnot but result in an interchanKc 
of ideas, and a corresjronding ad- 
vanceineMt along these lines.

Twenty years ago this summer, 
the Western Pennsylvania Institu- 
tion for the Rdncation for the Deaf 
and Dumb was moved from Turtle 
Creek to its [iresent location. Edge- 
wood Park was then only a countr-y 
way-station on Pennslyvania rail- 
roail and the Institution was sur- 
rounded by pasture fields. Turtle 
Creek, at that time, was a strag- 
gling village — in winter often al- 
most lost in the mud and floods, 
which owing to its low location was 
taken as a matter of course. Wil- 
klnsburg, adjoining Edgew<iod Park 
was little more than a village with 
a population of 1500, Street,s were 
ungraded, unpaved and even board 
walks were a rarity. 

In twenty years behold the 
change! Turtle Creek is now a 
prosperons little oity of 10,000 peo- 
l)le, with generally paved streets. 
The former physician of the Irpsti- 
tiition. Dr. W. L. Hunter, is bur- 
gess. Wilkinsburg with a popula- 
tion of between sixteen and eigh- 
teen thousanil is Pittsbirrg's most 
beautiful and favored suburb with 
only a street between. 

The Institution is surrounded by 
a ))uilt-up arlNtocratic borough, 
with well-paved streets, and the 
pastures have been converted into 
beautiful homes, well-kept lawns 
and gardens. The one large build- 
ing of Ihe Institution has grown 
into a group of nine. The last, 
the boys' industrial building, is just 
being compluled. It is hoped a 
gymnasium building will in the 
near future round out the number 
to ten. 

Yes, things have changed in those 
years and for th« better. The boys 
and girls who attended school at 
Turtle Creek liav« changed in ap- 
pearance. They have grown older; 
some are even gray and bald, and 
not a few have families of their 
own which they support in a man- 
ner that would do any man credit. 
Though they have changed in ap- 
pearance their hearts still boat true 
to the old school and they love to 
talk of the old times at Turtle 
Cieek, strenuous though they were. 
They refer to their school days as 
being the pleasantest of their lives 
and swap stories about the fine 
limes they used to havo (and it is 
suspecie<l, the mischief they got 
into, too ; for there were no shops 
those days, so I hey hdd plenty of 
time to hatch mischief). 

It was this love of the old place 
that imluced a number of the old 
boys and girls and a lot of their 
friends to meander (by trolly) to 
TuHle Oeek, on the 17th inst, 
some expected td find the oM place 
unchanged, but few could locate 
the site where the school buildings 
had been. The main building has 
been razed, ami now well-[>aved 
streets run through the premises, 
while buildings of all description 
cover the grounds where the boys 
and girls were wont to romp. The 
frame cottage which was a sort of 
annex, and in which were three 
schoolrooms and the boys' dormito- 
ries alone is left, and this fortunately 
is wholly unchanged except that it 
has l>een turned round to front a 
now street. This cottage was care- 
fully photo'/raphed with the happy 
group of visitors, for every one 
wished to have this relic of the old 
days since all else had disappeared. 
The ravine biujk of the old school, 
wild and picturesquo in the early 
days, where the pupils loved l,o 
" run wild " and enjoy its delicious 
shade and commiie with undisliiib- 
rd nature, wan surely there yet and 
all hoped unchanged. Here the 
old tiriierH were again doomeu to 
disappointment, for the march of 
civilization ha<1 penetrated even 
these steep, jagged, declivities. 
}ff>rii arrd there were recogniz/ible 
spots, and that was all.

It is often the case that the loss 
important the ollice and its incum- 
bent the more red tapi^ delay, ob- 
struction and circumlocution Neem 
to be necessary. There is once in 
a while a doorkeeper who eyes you 
suspiciously, as though to look 
through any possible disguise, takes 
your f!aid as reluctantly and caie- 
fiilly as though it were dynamite, 
and stalks thrdiigh the door. 

After a long wait he reniipears 
and informs you that the oflieial's 
private .seciel at y will see you. If 
you so mueh as demur, you are 
.greeted with a stony stare," and any 
protest brings out the fact that the 
official is engaged. 

Another long wait, and the pri- 
vate secrotar-y comes out with your 
card between his fingers and air air 
of sn()eicili()usness just a few shades 
more exaspeiating than the door- 
keeper's assumption of dignity. 
Ho indorses the statement made by 
the first obstructionist, that his 
chief is exceedingly busy and — Will 
you state your tiiisinoss to him? If 
you r-efuse to do this, ten charrccs 
to one. If you are a stranger or un- 
known to the secretary, you will bo 
told that it will be impossible for 
the of^Qcial to see you, that he is 
busy and cannot in all probability 
receive any callers that day, and 
that you had better come to-mor- 
row. 

If.you are young and inexperienc- 
ed you proltably go away. If you 
are a veteran, you ask if the oflicial 
has seen the card. Maybe you get 
a direct answor and maybe you 
don't; but if you quietly settle your- 
self in a comfortable chair, look the 
fellow square in the face and re- 
mark that you will wait, as maybe 
h(> will be through earlier than he 
thinks, there will be a perc-eplible 
flutter and either one of two things: 
an attempt to overawe you and get 
rid of you, or some wlii.sport'd (iou- 
versntion with the do^rkeejter and 
a hint that possibly if your business 
is of impor(,nnce you may get in for 
just a word. 

The actual facts are that Ihe of- 
ficial has not seen the card, nor 
do(<8 he see the cards of half of the 
peiNoiis who apply at his door un- 
less the caller is willitig to entniHl 
his affair to either (o the doorkeep- 
er or the private secretary. 

A case in point which aptly illus- 
trates this state of things was Ihe 
experience of a gentleman eminent 
itt his own State, but a sli-anger at 
the official dejiartment of another 
S(ale, whKher business drew him. 
Having rro cani, he peneiled his 
initials and Hurnaiuo upon a slip of 
)>aper given him to fill out, then 
gave it to the waiting messengsr 
who tended the door. It was re- 
turned to him with the requ<>8t that 
he fill out the blanks re(|uestiiig 
resitbuice and birsiness with the of- 
ficial. The visitor waNu't exactly 
in the humor for this and dv(;liued, 
saying that ho would make known 
his business to the official when he 
was admitted to his pi'eseuoe. The 
doorkeeper, with lofty insolence, 
(old him that it would bo necessary 
to stale his errand before the chief 
would receive him. A percmptoiy 
refusal was met with more inso- 
lence; then, after a dive between 
the doors, the fellow rotur-ued with 
the private seor-otary in tow. The 
latter had no bettor success In find- 
ing out the man's business.

Thomas McCarty, father of our 
Eugene McCarty, a widely known 
contractor and builder of this city, 
died on Monday afternoon, 18th of 
June, at his home. No. 1937 North 
7th Street, aftei an illness of five 
weeks, from appendicitis followed 
by other complications. 

Thomas McCarty was l)orn on 
September aflth, 1836, at Bucks- 
ville, Bucks Co., Pa. After at- 
tending school, IiG learned the 
trade of carpenter. In 1802, ho 
came to Philadelphia, and began 
the business of his trade, continu- 
ing thereat until his decease. Mr. 
McCarty built many Catholic 
churches and oilier large buildings 
in Philadelphia. He was a devout 
churchman, and ii> addition to 
business sagacity, he possessed an 
attractiveness of manner to which 
much of his .success in busiiu'ss 
may be attributed. He was gieat- 
ly attached to his deaf son, Eu- 
gene, and, through him, m.tny 
other deaf found a warm friend, he 
using the finger alphabet with ea.se. 
It may be worthy of note that in his 
last illness, Mr. McCarty found the 
use of his voice so inconvenient 
that he had to resort to finger spell- 
ing, in which, fortunately, all the 
members of the family were con- 
versant. 

The deceased is survived '.\v a 
widow, son .and daughter, Eugene, 
a printer, and Regina. The re- 
mains were viewetl by a large num- 
ber of deaf and others, last Thurs- 
day evening. The floral olTerings 
were numerous and very beautiful. 
Among thoin was a cross sent by 
doaf friends. The funeral was held 
on Friday morning. After Solemn 
Requiem Mass at St. Edward's 
Church, the remains were taken to 
Bally, Berks County, for interment. 
Eugene and the family have our 
most sincere sympathy in their 
great bereavement.

Tbo Oallnndct Memorial. 

It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev, Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Huilding for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. Tho present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, just wj'st 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to tbo church edifice and bo a center 
of religious anl social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not Per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this wopk be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The ne'* building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-flve feet 
along the street front uud twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will bo three 
stories in lieiglit, witli a bHsemeul, 
and will bo useJ for the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " Tbo Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish IJuilding" will 
be about *;)0,000, and the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspiououn monument 
to him whose lifo was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse tho memorial.
